In the order in which they come, 


there are three steps in the organiza- 
tion process of the national army as 
in-escribed by congress.

The 
lirst step has been carried through and 
approximately 10,000,000 men between 
21 and 31 years have been registered. 
The regulations issued today cover 
in detail the 'Operation of the third 
step, exemption. 


Information concerning the second 


step in the series, however, is still 
lacking and officials are 
guarding 


closely the methods by which selection 
is to be applied. 


The 
exemption 
regulations 
an- 


nounced that the boards will be ad- 
vised of the selection process later, al- 
though none of the steps prescribed 
except the organization of the boards 
can be carried on until the selection 
machinery has' furntsti-ed the names of 
the men whose fitness and'desirability 
for army service the board are to 
judge. 
There- is one hint, however, 


as to how the-selection machinery is 
to work. 


To Xumbctr. .Cards. 


The local boards are directed on or-
